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PRINCIPAL’S MESSAGE 


Aim High: The Pursuit of Excellence 


My aim is to challenge you to get out of the large mass of "just average, '' into that 
small bracket of "excellence. '' My hope is that I might somehow be able to strengthen 
your determination to move up into the class of superior performers who are going to 
reap most of the honors, provide most of the leadership, occupy the best positions and 
make the most significant contribution to the wider community in the future. 


You could and you should be in that top bracket if you decide to apply to your own 
future the point I am about to make. 


EXCELLENCE usually is not, as some mistakenly believe, an endowment of nature. The 
born genius hardly counts in the number of people that get to the top, nor is excellence 
the result of terrific exertion. EXCELLENCE is almost always gained by a fairly small 
extra effort of which just about everybody is capable if only he had the will and tried 
IE 


What is the difference between the average student and an Honor Roll student? Does 
the Honor Roll student know 100 times as much, or work a hundred times harder than 
the average? Let's not be ridiculous. The superiority of the Honor Roll student is a 
mere fraction above average -- maybe 20%. If the average student rates 70% to 75% 
-- 20% above that, or a rating of 90% to 95%, would certainly put him into the top 
bracket of his class. 


Consider term-papers or projects. Does excellent work take 3 or 4 times as much ef- 
fort as average? Certainly not. Often the difference is trifling, maybe checking the 
paper once more for errors, or re-writing a few pages for greater neatness or consulting 
a couple of more references. 


Let me assure you that it is the same in the professional world, in business, in the arts 
and even in sports. 


In one of the nation's most progressive companies all the employees are carefully rated 
for accuracy, promptness, getting along with others and so forth. Every worker has a 
test-score which is studied and considered seriously by the personnel manager. The 
average worker, in order to stay on the job, must perform at least 80% of standards. 
Those who get top-rating for promotions aren't 2 or 3 times better. They're just 5% to 
10% above the average. Yet, because of this small difference in effort some of them 
will in time earn salaries 10 times as much as the average worker. One high priced 
executive with a reputation for hard work revealed the secret of his success: 


You never see me watch the clock 
When work is still undone, 

Let other fellows quit at five, 
Wiiwert tl leatOL: 


The best is not twice as good as the average, but a little better than good, yet the re- 


ward for it is disproportionately high. Indeed, I can say to you, the world vastly over- 
pays for a small measure of superiority. 
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Many of our young people are much too easily discouraged. They complain of bad 
luck or deep down in their hearts are afraid that "they just haven't got it. '' An African 
proverb says: Any fool can count the apples on a tree, but ittakes a very wise man to 
tell you how many trees there are in an apple.'' Nobody knows the potential powers 
and abilities that are locked up inside of us. The magic key that opens up your full 
potential is persistent effort. Thomas Edison attributed his many inventions not to his 
genius but to his hard work. Once, the story goes, he assigned a special problem to 
one Of his brightest assistants. The young man worked on it many weeks and finally 
came back to Mr. Edison completely discouraged and disgusted. He said, "Mr. Edison 
I have made 500 experiments -- and found nothing. "

"You are wrong, young man," says Mr. Edison. 'You have found 500 ways that won't 
work. That too is important to know." The young assistant went back to work and soon 
made the invention he had hoped for. 


When you strive for excellence, no effort is wasted. Even your set-backs and failures 
are stations on the road to success, They teach you what not to do and little by little 
you get closer to the right way, to the higher skill, to superior performance and to 
victory.

As Freshmen, we realized that teachers were not tyrants designed to combat rebellion 
but were sincere individuals with one prime objective -- to mold young minds to func- 
tion to their greatest potential.

We not only proved ourselves athletically but academically as well. Donald Hartsfield, 
Ernestine Pulley, Danny Scarborough, Roger Shackleford, Annette Allen, Rosa Parker 
and Dianne Williams were our honor students who went with the Honor Society on an 
excursion to Reedy Creek Park. Roger Shackleford and Danny Scarborough received 
Science Medals for their excellence in science. 


Socially, we had the following young ladies to become members of the Zeta-Lites, an 
organization sponsored by the Zeta Phi Beta Sorority; Lynn Williams, Cornelia Davis, 
Vivian Lucas, Carol Stallings, Annette Allen, and Dianne Williams. These young 
ladies attended social activities at Shaw University and DuBois. As Zeta-Lites, these

ABOUT THE GOOD OLE DAYS 
IN BUSINESS EDUCATION 
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(A chit-chat with an Alumnus) 

Good morning. Ummm... I see you have a very spacious typing room! And look at the typewriters! How 
many do you have in here? Thirty! How time and circumstances do change! Why, I remember the first year you 
came, my senior year, the typing classes were taught in the agriculture classroom. . . there were & or 9 type- 
writers? Yes, eight standard and one "long" carriage Underwood. I think I liked that old Royal the best. My, 
was that machine noisy! Wonder what ever happened to the "ancient" L. C. Smith that we used! It must have 
been the first magic margin machine invented! We'd set the left margin, say at 20, and type a line, but when 
we were ready to return the carriage, we found the margin had drifted down the carriage as we typed! 

That year when it started turning cold and the heating system to serve the agriculture and new junior high 
buildings hadn't been completed. . . those finger gymnastic drills weren't enough to warm those cold fingers! 
We finally moved a few typewriters back in the shop where there was still a coal stove. NOTHING seemed to 
dampen our enthusiasm to learn to type! 

Students were willing to madé tremendous sacrifices in those days. Class enrollment had to be limited to 18 
students so that they could type in two shifts . . . something like the two-platoon system. What is the fee now? 
Only $2.50? That points up another sacrifice -- we paid $18. That was necessary because additional machines 
were purchased through typing fees. It must have been exciting when the department purchased 5 new type- 
writers -- one an electric. 

Actually, when we compare the early days of business training here with those of today, one would choose 
today's. However, at that time of limited facilities, the students were able to achieve adequate skill and com- 
petence in typing and shorthand when they applied themselves. If an individual is determined to achieve, he'll 
apply himself conscientiously and the chances for his success are all in his favor. With more and better local job 
opportunities materializing, the desire to achieve in the skill subjects is accelerated. 

I have enjoyed reminiscing about the "good ole days." I'm so proud to see the progress that has been made in 
this relatively short period of time. Have you ever checked the records to see how many students you have 
trained in at least one year of typing? No? It would make quite a list! 

Oops! the bell! The start of a new day -- of school and opportunity. I'll make it a point to visit my Alma 
Mater and your department on my next trip home.
